H ADN but in a new, and the editor hopes, more use- 
ful form than its Wednesday predecessor. It is planned 
to make it more valuable to subscribers in the way of 
statistical information. In it you will find complete and 
revised registration figures by makes and states of both 
passenger cars and commercial vehicles; there will be 
comparative figures of registrations for past year's, latest 
passenger car prices and information that will enable 
manufacturer and dealer to make comprehensive surveys 
of the industry, past and present, most necessary in the 
conduct of the automobile business. You, Mr. Reader, 
can keep your finger on the pulse of the industry through 
the Mid-Week Digest. The pink sheet will serve in other 
ways. Spot news will be treated in bulletin form, with 
more complete details carried in the Saturday issue. 
Managing Editor Callahan will give you a review each 
issue of the industry’s activities for the week just ended, 
along with authentic information as to production, sales 
and the like. 

The editor will still hold forth in the upper left hand 
corner of the first page, writing a different sort of a 
column than “Sparks,” which he has ground out for the 
past four years. In this weekly letter he hopes to be 
able to interpret for you movements in the industry as 
they affect you. Just now he is like a cat in a strange 
garret, feeling his way for his keynote, but please re- 
member the old sign that used to hang on the walls of 
far-west saloons—‘“Don’t shoot the piano player; he is 
doing his best.” “Sparks” will continue in the Satur- 
day issues, 

That off my chest, the column will start functioning, 
taking up first the most noticeable trend in mid-summer 
sales, which, of course, are the bone and sinew of this 
business of ours. And I get a happy inspiration after 
sounding out sales executives as to what happened in 
the month just ended. 

Piecing this telephonic jigsaw puzzle together, I find 
that July might well be called a phenomenal month in 
what might well be called a mighty good year, consider- 
ing that this is the time when the industry usually 
starts folding up in anticipation of another season. 


I find signs of a normal cutting down in production 
for August, but that is not because of any slump in 
sales. Far from it. Retail business is brisk and prom- 
ises to hold during the month, but when it comes to 
production there is plenty of evidence that the manu- 
facturers are out to reduce field stocks, which, of course, 
can be effectually done by slowing the assembly lines. 
Probably two-thirds of the sales executives I have talked 
with tell me that their sales right now are exceeding 
production, which, of course, means that the wise ones 
are reducing dealer stocks, a wise move at this time of 
the year. 

My next-door neighbor on the page, Brother Callahan, 
will give you his estimate on July production, but this 
commentator cannot help but touch on a few points that 
have come to his notice in the round-up on the month. 
Without mentioning any names, it would seem that 
the July business among the big three was such that 
would have created favorable comment even in a peak 
month. The battle for leadership and position in this 
group is most intensive, with the result that all three 
were very much in evidence in a production way last 
month. And sales, too. One of them, still not men- 
tioning names, turned out so many cars and trucks as to 
almost need six figures to record the count. And the 
other two were almost up to the pace they have been 
going for months. 


It may well be regarded as a healthy sign, this reduc- 
tion of dealer stocks. This is being done in a most in- 
telligent manner, gradually. In many cases this reduc- 
tion has thinned out stocks, so that some dealers are 
shy certain models. Which means that through clearing 
off the floors at this time there will be less likelihood of 
disastrous “fire sales” later on when the industry starts 
cleaning house for the introduction of 1935 models. 

If anything, trucks and commercial vehicles are doing 
better in a sales way than cars, relatively speaking. 
Even back in those winter days when the going was 
hard, many a dealer materially reduced his overhead 
through profits derived from the retailing of the business 
rigs. When you stop to consider that 85 per cent of the 
commercial vehicles are sold by passenger car dealers, it 
is not hard to appreciate what the trucks have done for 
the industry this year. The figures show that registra- 
tions so far are more than twice what they were for 
the same time last year.

July takes its place in the production line-up with an 
approximate total of 275,000 units, according to pre- 
liminary figures supplied to Automotive Daily News 
from better than 90 per cent of the producing units. 
This represents about a normal seasonal decline from 
the 821,956 units reported for June and compares with 
235,897 in July last year. The picture is based on the 
production in both the United States and Canada. 
Normally the July drop from June is in the neighbor- 
hood of 15 per cent while there have been years in the 
past when July exceeded June by a liberal margin. This 
July the drop is slightly less than 15 per cent. Dur- 
ing the first seven months of the year, with July esti- 
mated at 275,000, the industry has accounted for 2,071,- 
409 units which is the best for any comparable period 
since 1930. The first seven months last year accounted 
for 1,264,273 with 1932 reaching 1,027,732 and 1931 a 
total of 1,761,719. On this basis production must hold 
around 200,000 a month for the remainder of the_year 
to hit the 3,000,000 mark. 


Browsing around the plants looking for the low down 
on production during July we find that Chevrolet up to 
July 25, had already hit a total of 74,000 which should 
make the month for this unit round out at about 90,000. 
Plymouth reports a total of 32,500 and Oldsmobile com- 
ing through with 10,500 units. Buick rung the bell with 
9,650 units in July and projects 7,341 for the coming 
month. Studebaker built 4,500 units during July with 
sales during the first 20 days running ahead of produc- 
tion. During the year this company has added 600 
new dealers.

cent. Commercial car registrations for the first half 
show a total of 194,754 against 92,830 in the same period 
of 1933, a percentage gain of approximately 52 per cent. 
If performance holds true, with the first half sales ac- 
counting for approximately 55 per cent of the year’s 
total, passenger car sales alone this year should run be 
tween 1,500,000 and 1,600,000 units. 


Uplift 

Several factors operated to sustain the production 
rate during the month just closed. Price reductions 
brought about a heavy upturn in sales during the latter 
part of June which was carried on into July; Federal 
payments to farm districts, through the various pro- 
grams of farm relief and bonuses; improvement in basic 
prices for farm and other products which resulted in a 
general stimulation of trade; demand from foreign 
countries reflecting the effects of the devaluation of the 
American dollar in the international market; general 
improvement of dealer morale under the code which has 
permitted the dealer to realize a profit on his transac- 
tions rather than to have his profit swallowed up in 
used car losses. 


Outlook 


Retail sales during July are reported by factories as 
having maintained an unusually good pace as compared 
with June. Dealer stocks have been held within reason-

of 223,642 passenger cars and 34,778 commercial cars 
and trucks, the month takes first rank for the year to 
date. In all probability these honors will be held 
throughout the year. This compares with 174,219 in 
June a year ago and 219,163 for May this year, a gain 
of better than two per cent over May and 22 per cent 
better than June a year ago. Prediction that this would 
happen was made in Automotive Daily News early in 
July in the face of figures which at that time indi- 
cated a decline in June under May. Truck registra- 
tions did not fair so well for the month. June truck 
registration of 34,778 units showing a decline of 12 per 
cent from the 39,831 units registered in May, but a 
gain of 83 per cent over the 23,254 units registered 
in June a year ago. With the June registrations. now 
available the first six months of this year shows a total 
of 995,121 passenger cars against 682,481 in the first 
six months of 1933, a percentage gain of about 31.5 per

a better understanding between all factors was arrived 
e which should goifar to allay any apprehensions deal- 
ers may have harbored regarding the coming clean-up 
period. Factories are awake to the need of supporting 
their dealers in their efforts to keep their head above 
water and the policy of limiting production to sales which 
has been followed closely during the past few years is 
likely to become more evident in the coming month. Stocks 
at the present time average from four to six weeks sup- 
ply. August is likely to see further seasonal curtailment 
in production bringing the production and sales curves 
into even closer harmony and leaving the clean-up period 
a mere matter of form. Used car sales are reported hold- 
ing up well with the result that dealers should wind up 
the year in better shape financially and in the matter 
of both new and used car stock than they were in a 
year ago. 









Washington, July 31—Federal gasoline taxes 
cost consumers $202,575,034 in the fiscal year end- 
ing June 80 compared with $124,929,412 in the 
prior fiscal year, according to the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue. Lubricating oil taxes totaled 
$25,254,987 against $16,232,925. 


Detroit, July 31—Plymouth sales for the week 
ending July 28 amounted to 7,990 units, 15.7 per 
cent over sales during the same period last year. 








New York, July $1.—Motor shares opened with 
a mixed trend today, were mixed during the day, 
and closed the same way. General Motors was up 
and Chrysler down; factionally, volume again was 
light, and prospective buyers continued to wait 
for more definite indications of the trend. 


Washington, July 31—Lessors of motor trucks 
come definitely under the trucking code if they 
retain responsibility for the maintenance of the 
vehicle or the employment of drivers, the NRA 
has ruled.
